36 Killed 
In Crash

Thirty-six of the 
44 persons aboard were killed. 
The survivors included the 
pilot, co-pilot, and six passen­ 
gers. 
Early 
today St. 
Louis 
County Hospital reported four 
of the survivors to be in critical 
condition, two serious and two 
more satisfactory. 
A hospital spokesman said 
th© discrepancy in the number 
of victims, earlier put at 38, 
came 
about because 
it 
had 
erroneously been believed that 
some 
disaster bags 
contained 
two victims when, they only 
contained one. 
It was the first fatal crash in 
the 23-year history of Ozark. 
A thunderstorm which many 
residents thought was a tornado 
was raging over the St. Louis 
area 
when 
the plane came 
down between two homes two 
miles from Lambert Field and 
across 
the 
street 
from 
the 
University of Missouri at St. 
Louis. 
Chet Chkkering, a former Air 
Force pilot who lives near the 
scene, said, “This huge bolt of 
lightning seemed to strike the 
plane while the plane was being 
buffeted by gusty winds. 
“ It kind o' nosed down, then 
disappeared from my view. I 
couldn’t see any funnel cloud,

Ehrlichman 
Testifies In 
Watergate Case

WASHINGTON (UPI) — For­ 
mer presidential aide John D. 
Ehrlichman testified today that 
President Nixon —rather than 
instructing his 
associates to 
cover 
up 
the Watergate — 
sought but failed “to obtain and 
publish a full, factual account” 
of 'the bugging incident. 
Ehrlichman, a Seattle lawyer 
who served as assistant to the 
President and his top adviser 
on domestic issues until April 
30, defended Nixon in a 30-page 
statement 
he 
read 
in 
a 
confident voice to the Senate 
Watergate Committee. 
He 
said 
Nixon 
had 
been 
maligned 
by 
some 
previous 
witnesses — notably former 
presidential counsel John W. 
Dean III—and portrayed unfair­ 
ly as “paranoid, weird, (and) 
psychotic' on the subject of 
demonstrators 
or hypersensi­ 
tive to criticism.” 
Deeply 
suntanned, 
Ehrlich­ 
man started out by looking at; 
the 
committee 
directly 
and 
saying it would hear the truth 
from one in a position to know 
It 
Ehrlichman, in his statement, 
promised 
he 
would 
answer 
questions about many issues 
including “the President’s con­ 
tinued effort to obtain and 
publish a full, factual account 
of Watergate in its several 
aspects and why he never got 
it.” 
But the statement itself did 
not spell out why. It hinted that 
Dean was given the assignment 
and, 
because 
of 
his 
own 
Watergate 
involvement, 
con­ 
cealed 
the 
truth 
from 
a 
President 
too occupied 
with 
more vital matters to worry 
much about either his election 
campaign 
or the 
Watergate 
break-in. 
“John Dean said one thing in 
his testimony falser than a l the 
other falsehoods therein, when 
he said (the Watergate) ’was 
probably the major thing that 
was occurring at this point in 
time,”’ he said. Ehrlkhman 
insisted that its importance at 
that time has been exaggerated 
by the concentrated attention it 
has received since, 
Ehrlichman said he and his 
associates 
operated “on the 
assumption” that Dean “was 
giving us complete and accu­ 
rate information.”

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RUSHVILLE MEMORIES 
One experience with the playing of 
telephone recordings I do recall with 
vivid and accurate memory. 
A relative of a member of the Rushville 
Rotary Club made a series of telephone 
conversations with various members of 
the club and played them for the mem­ 
bers as a program. It was one of the fun­ 
niest experiences of my entire life. 
The one who put on the program called 
Dr. John T. Scull, Methodist minister, a 
wonderful man and one of my life’s best 
friends. 
Scull and Norman Selby, known in the 
boxing world as “Kid McCoy” were neigh­ 
bors and grew up together. Dr. Scull, 
visiting later in the old Cohn Barnard, 
told me that Selby was the meanest boy, 
and that once he got him down and 
would have beaten him to death if he had 
not been restrained. 
The interviewer represented himself as 
a writer who was doing an article on Kid 
McCoy, and asked Dr. Scull for informa­ 
tion, 
Dr. Scull’s characteristic voice came 
over the recording, “Oh, that was a long 
time ago.” 
After more talk, Dr. Scull was asked if 
he had performed a marriage ceremony 
for McCoy. 
The answer was the “block-buster.” 
“No,” drawled Dr. Scull, “that was Broth­ 
er Thompson.” 
“Brother Thompson” was present. A 
Christian 
Church minister, he had 
strong objections to divorce. But he was 
fooled by McCoy, who answered when 
asked about previous voyages on the sea 
of matrimony, th at he had been married 
twelve or thirteen times. Thompson 
thought this a great or crude joke, and 
went ahead, to his great regret and 
chagrin. 
I’ll never forget th at answer, “Brother 
Thompson.” It was spoken in great kind­ 
ness, I’m sure, for Dr. Scull was the “soul 
of honor and kindness,” but I suspect he 
could not help laughing. Anyhow, we all 
laughed, and I still laugh when I recall 
it. 
A devoted Repubican was called and 
asked to head up a “Roosevelt for Presi­ 
dent” club, as he had been recommended 
for the post. “W hat!” came out of the 
machine, nearly shaking the needle out 
of its groove. “You can go to hell as far 
as I am concerned.” 
A mortician, a soft spoken man, was 
asked if he would agree to put the caller 
away at the end for the sum of fifty dol­ 
lars. The man was asked to come to the 
office to talk it over. No, he did not want 
to talk about it. He wanted no flowers, 
he wanted the job done for fifty dollars. 
The mortician would not close the deal 
for that amount of cash. 
The clerk of the Rush Circuit Court 
was the town’s great practical joker. He 
used a taped telephone conversation with 
the judge’s wife, who had a quick temper. 
She was called to the phone after a hard 
day, was exasperated a t the questions 
and let the joker have it with all barrels 
and then some. 
This recording was played at the an­ 
nual Christmas party of county officials. 
The joker told me of his difficulty in 
making things right. He took the Judge 
and his family out to dinner and to the 
theatre, as I recall, and never did quite 
make it up. 
But how he did laugh!

The practice requiring a set 
mark up on all costs for both 
wholesalers and retailers with 
the threat of license revocation 
for non compliance. It has cost 
Hoosiers wiio pay one of the 
highest costs for liquor in the 
nation, as well as the state loss 
of tax revenue by purchases in 
neighboring states. 
Legislators have refused to 
intervene. Many have told me 
as long as the state licenses 
and controls the liquor industry, 
we must guarantee a profit. It

to 
regulation of utilities, but to,ere 
we give monoplies. It has been 
compared to franchises from 
the Public Service Commission 
for 
trucking,

necessity,” 
b e f o r e 
regulating rates. 
Local taverns selling by the 
drink would not be hurt by 
elimination 
of 
the 
“Fair 
Trade,” They might be helped, 
able 
to 
purchase 
supplies 
cheaper. Package stores would 
suffer, having to meet com­ 
petition from large purchases 
by “chain ” operations such as 
drug stores. 
Fair Trade laws have been 
struck down by most courts as 
restraint of trade. 
However, 
there is an unusual situation 
when it com.es to liquor. The 
21st 
Amendment 
abolishing 
p r o h i b i t i o n gave complete 
authority in the field to states. 
Regulation is not subject to 
federal anti - trust legislation. 
However, the enforcement of 
such prices is against state 
lawr, so you may see cheaper 
liquor.

opposition networks get a big 
headstart with the audience in 
the premiere season. 
Regarding the early season 
program gaps created by the

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Many Hoosier Policemen Winners Of College Credits 
By ED STATTMANN 
INDIANAPOLIS ( U P ! ) — 
Older undergraduates are com­ 
mon at college campuses these 
days, but it can be quite a 
shock to' learn the psychology 
major beside you all semester 
who has a near - perfect 3.85 
grade point average is an In­ 
dianapolis city policeman — it 
shatters a stereotype. 
“I guess they feel a police­ 
man shouldn’t do that good in 
school,” Patrolman Robert L. 
Snow said, confessing that his 
own stereotypes about college 
students also have crumbled. 
Snow recently received an as­ 
sociate of science degree in 
criminal justice at Indiana Uni­ 
versity Purdue University-lndi- 
anapolis. He is part of a swift­ 
ly growing number of Hoosier 
policemen who pack a lot of 
textbook knowledge along with 
their patrol experience. 
2f Bachelor Degrees 
Assistant Prof. James R. Pe- 
va of IUPUI, formerly a lieu­ 
tenant colonel and executive of­ 
ficer of the Indiana State Po­ 
lice, said 51 policemen have re­ 
ceived the two-year A S. degree 
and 20 have received bachelor’s 
degrees since the program be­ 
gan here in June, 1971. He said 
A.S. degrees also are going to 
policemen in the program at 
extension campuses at Fort 
Wayne, 
Kokomo, 
Columbus, 
South Bend and Gary. 
A similar program, foren­ 
sic studies, exists at IU in 
Bloomington. 
Peva said more and more ci­ 
ties are encouraging and soon 
may be requiring at least the 
associate degree for policemen. 
Law Enforcement Assistance 
Act money that requires a po- 
lieman to expend only time in 
s e e k i n g an education has 
spurred a trend that began prob­ 
ably even before the federal 
funds were available. 
Hoosier cities adding incentive 
pay for policemen who achieve 
college credits include at least 
Indianapois, Fort Wayne, East 
Chicago and South Bend have 
such programs, Peva said. 
'The Indiana State Police ad­ 
just schedues wherever possible 
to permit schooling time, but of­ 
fer no promotion or pay incen­ 
tives. Form “College Cops” 
Indianapolis policemen have 
forced an organization of ""‘col­ 
lege cops” — the Professional 
Academic Society of Law En­ 
forcement Officers. The society 
president, Lt. Ronald Bates, 
said the city offers a college in­ 
centive pay increase of two and 
a half 'per cent for each % cre­ 
dit hours, plus 10 per cent for 
a degree—which was instituted 
after the society proposed it. 
“When this came about we 
had a real sharp increase in 
enrollment,” said Bates. He said 
about 300 of the' 1,150 city po­ 
licemen have done or are doing 
college work. 
“Fm 150 per cent for college 
education in law enforcement,” 
caid Bates, who now owns a 
bachelor’s degree and said he 
knows it has made a personal 
difference for him. He admitted 
come of the policemen who have 
not gone to college complain 
about incentive pay going to of­ 
ten younger men of equal rank 


who they feel lack their “street 
sense.” 
Bates said he would like to 
see classes begun in the depart­ 
ment that would require only 
two hours a day of Instruction 
and would yield credit points 
also compensated by incentive 
pay that would help erase the 
difference between college men 
and others. 
1 Year 20 Timas 
“I think that the aspect of a 
police officer having 20 years of 
experience is very much over­ 
played unless that experience is 
varied,” he said. “More than 
likely it is one year’s experience 
20 times.” Bates has both book 
and beat learning. 
Snow has taken academic 
leave to finish his studies and 
expects to have met the require­ 
ments for a bachelor’s degree 
in psychology by about the time 
his leave is up in December, 
he said. He said he plans to' 
remain a policeman. 
That’s not always the case. 
Some departments find men 
leave for higher paying jobs 
elsewhere once they get de­ 
grees. 
“I’ve seen several officers 
who attained bachelor’s degrees 
start looking around for federal 
posts,” Peva said. “That’s not 
a trend, however. It’s a little 
too early to evaluate it.” 
The FBI, the U.S. Postal Ser­ 
vice inspection division and pri­ 
vate industry security jobs are 
among the higher paying attrac­ 
tions for policemen who achieve 
degrees--«ometimof even aso­ 
cíate degres. 
Peva said many officers have 
law degrees as their goals. Few 
make it in that effort, but 
enough do to keep others try­ 
ing. 
Erase “Brute” Image 
One objective of this educa­ 
tion is to produce policemen 
with broader attitudes—to erase 
the “brute” image. The 64 cre­ 
dit hours for the associate de­ 
gree include only 24 in criminal 
justice, Peva said. The rest are 
genera! electives. The ratio is 


similar for the four-year de­ 
gree. 
Snow said it works — both 
ways. Uniformed policemen in 
the classroom were a strange 
new phenomenon when he start­ 
ed in 1969. he said. “The atti­ 
tude of the people wasn’t too 
good.” He said a uniformed 
man in class just before or af­ 
ter going on duty is more ac­ 
cepted now'. “They see you’re 
just like everyone else.” 
“I think my overall attitude 
changed, too,” Snow said. He 
said he recognizes that only a 
tiny percentage of students are 
troublemakers—and he finds It 
easier to remember on his beat 
that even if he encounters noth­ 
ing but troublemakers most peo­ 
ple are not bad. “The good peo­ 
ple you never meet.” 
Snow and many others like 
him think the public will be 
more respectful and law en­ 
forcement more efficient as the 
educational trend continues.

Never Caught On 


PHILADELPHIA 
(U PI) 
— 
Goodyear Aerospace Corp. of 
Akron, 
Ohio, 
presented 
the 
Franklin 
Institute 
with 
a 
brainstorm Monday that never 
quite caught on. 
The firm made a gift to the 
museum of a 1950s invention 
called 
the 
“ inflatobird,” 
a 
plane that can be blown up and 
then flown. 
The military, however, didn’t 
go for the 19-foot-long plane, 
apparently because a couple of 
well placed bullets could deflate 
it. 
“Inflatobird” can be carried 
in a container seven feet long 
and 30 inches wide. The plane is 
powered by a 42 horsepower 
engine 
and 
can 
attain

maximum speed of 70 miles an 
hour. 
There

‘inflatobirds” still in existence, 
but they have long since given 
way to the helicopter.
